There are 34 British: motor 
car munufacturers and assem- 
blers in operation in’ Britain 
and the field is highly competi- 
tive. : Five.concerns produce 8 
H. P. cara, 12 produce’ in’ the 
10H, P. field, eight: manufac- 
ture 12 H. P. cars and nine 14 
P. cars. 'The specialist 
manufacturers often pionecr 
new devwopments and have an 
output of goods which are of 
necessity ruther more costly 
than are cars produced on the 
precision assembly dines. Be- 
hind. the motor  deaigner.and 
builder.are the specialist pro- 
ducers of components for which 
Britain ja -deservedly famous, 
such as electrical -equipment, 
tyres, carburettors and gauges, 
na welf ng pressed steel bodies 
and anfety glass,

& War Lessons 


A British car manufacturing 
representative ‘who arrived in 
Hong Kong recently safd that 
at present the efforts of tho 
motor: car manufacturers, and 
assemblers, and of the com- 
ponent manufacturers at home 
were largely concentrated dur- 
ing the war years on arma- 


ment production, Lessons learnt 
In these years, of design tech- 
niques, of flow - production 
methods and of Inspection and 
testing were now being applied 
by manufacturers who produc- 
ed acro-engines and other ma- 
chinery of war. 

“Knowledge was built up of 
the behaviour under stress of 
a widely ‘varied range. of 
materials" he said “and in con- 
sequence the postwar motor 
coy is an extremely efficient 
mechoniam. New alloys enable 
welghts = pe reduced and new 
tyfe buildihg techniques have 
ralaed the safety factor.” 

On the subject ‘of export and 
the British market, the repre- 
sentative sald that the demand 
in Britain in the export. ficld 
is clamant,’ and production in- 
creases would have to be tre- 
mendous if these were to be 
‘met at on carly date. “Steel 
and fucl are both in short. sup- 
ply” he said “so spectacular in- 
creases in output cannot bo ex- 
pected at present.”
